SENATOR TMETUCHL, CHAIRMAN OF THE PALAU POLITICAL STATUS 
COMMISION; ULUDONG, CHAIRMAN OF THE MICRONESIAN MOVE- 
MENT FOR SELF-GOVERNMENT; AND GUTMANN, REPRESENTATIVE 
OF THE INTERNATIONAL LEAGUE FOR HUMAN RIGHTS. LOWENSTEIN 
RESPONDED TO PETITIONER'S STATEMENT ON US CIA ACTIVITIES 
IN MICRONESIA, AND SENATOR IEHSI REQUESTED THAT THE 
PETITION REQUESTING A UN LEGAL OPINION ON CIA ACTITIVIES

OLIKONG TOLD THE TC MOST MICRONESIANS WERE BECOMING 
"RESTIVE AND DISILLUSIONED" OVER THE WAR DAMAGE CLAIMS 
SETTLEMENT. THE MICRONESIAN CLAIMS COMMISSION DID NOT 
COMMENCE ITS TASK FOR SOME 26 YEARS AFTER THE END OF 
HOSTILITIES, AND GIVEN THE TIME LIMITATIONS WITHIN WHICH 
TO WORK IT WAS BOUND TO DO AN "INCOMPLETE JOB," REGARDLESS 
OF GOOD INTENTION AND GOOD FAITH. UNDER TITLE I THE 
$10 MILLION CONTRIBUTION BY THE US AND JAPAN REPRESENTED 
ONLY ABOUT A THIRD OF THE SUM NEEDED TO COVER THE TOTAL 
AMOUNT OF ADJUDICATED CLAIMS. THE DISSATISFACTION OF 
MICRONESIAN CLAIMANTS WAS FURTHER AGGRAVATED BY THE US 
REQUIREMENT THAT BEFORE EACH CLAIMANT WAS ALLOWED TO 
RECEVIE ANY PARTIAL PAYMENTS HE HAD TO EXECUTE A GENERAL 
RELEASE OF LIABILITY RUNNING IN FAVOR OF THE US, ITS

LANCE ACTIVITIES IN MICRONESIA IN CONNECTION WITH THE
